donations, and tranfmit them in due time to the faid treafurer. 

6. ‘That, as much money has been expended on poftage, all letters and

7,That all the {choolmafters of Scotiand thall do, and hereby are ap- 
pointed to da every thing in their power to promote the intereft of this 
Scheme.
